ion Estimated at $400,000, 000 


LONDON, Ont., Sept. 16. (Special 


Correspondeuce)—"The estimated in- 


crease in revenue from agriculture 
in the Dominion this year is $400,- 
000,000,” said John S, Martin, Onta- 
rio Minister of Agriculture, in re- 
viewing conditons at the opening of 
the Western Fair here. “The wheat 
crop has been reliably estimated at 
368,000,000 bushels and the oat crop 
$02,000,000 bushels. The increase 
and the price to be secured for the 
crops this year means the come- 
back of the western farmer. 

“The estimated agriculaural reve- 
nue in Ontario this year,” he con- 
tinned, “is $500,000,000. Ontario is 
the leading agricultural -province 
despite the huge wheat yield of the 
west. ' We are conserving our fer- 
tility. and improving general cond- 
tions rapidly.” 

‘With regard to export marketing, 
Mr. Martin said: “I do not believe 
that our marketing problem should 
calise’ us much worry.
